1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Species A, shown in figures 5-7 is drawn to a method of welding using a first electrode in 
contact with a metal cap and a second electrode in contact with a bottom surface of an 
insulating substrate wherein the second electrode is in contact with metallic vias that pass 
through the substrate which are in contact witii a metal layer. 

Species B, shown in figures 8-13 is drawn to a method of welding using a first electrode 
in contact with a metal cap and a second electrode in direct contact with a metal layer 
(not through metallic vias in the insulator substrate). 

Sub-species C, shown in figure 8 is a Sub-Species of Species B drawn to a method of 
welding where the second electrode is concentric about the metal layer. 
Sub-species D, shown in figures 9-1 1 is a Sub-Species of Species B drawn to a method of 
welding where the second electrode comprises multiple "fingers" that contact the metal 
layer at various distinct points. 

Sub-species E, shown in figure 12 is a Sub-Species of Species B drawn to a method of 
welding where the second electrode comprises multiple fingers that surround and form a 
perimeter about the metal layer. 
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Sub-species F, shown in figure 13 is a Sub-Species of Species B drawn to a method of 
welding where the second electrode comprises multiple fingers that are attached to the 
sidewalls of the insulator substrate. 

Species G, drawn to a rectangular or square shaped cap and substrate (see page 10, lines 
30-31). 

Species H, drawn to a circular, oval, or curved shaped cap and substrate (see page 10, 
lines 30-31). 

Applicant must elect the following; 

One of either Species A or Species B, AND one of either Species G or Species H. 
Furthermore, should applicant elect Species B, applicant must further elect one of 
Sub-Species C, D, E, or F. 

AppUcant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 is generic.
